JUSTICE FOR MIKE HILL 


Most people by now will know the name [ike 
Hill, for many his death has had a massive 
effect on their Lives. Mike was killed whilst 
preventing the Cheshire Seagles from carrying 
out their weekly murderous crimes. The blood 
junkie respnsable for ilikes death, Alan 
Summersgill was realesed from police custody 
without any charges regardless of the fact he 


had failed to stop at the scene of an accident. 


Furthermore the inquest recorded a verdict of 
accidental death and tried to smear Mike's 
charater by accusations that itike had removed 


the petrol cap and threatened to light the tank 


This was all conucted without the star 
witness himself Summersgill. A written 
statement was seen acceptable. How can this be 
fair when a written can t be cross examined? 

On top of this iiikes death became over 
shadowed by the events two days afer Mikes 
death at Summersgills house, the Cheshire 
beagles kenneLs. 

The spontaneous move to have a demo at the 
kennels meant the yathering of a lot of very 
upset angry and frustrated people who had 
just heard that Summersgill was to face no 
charges whatsoever. A section of the crowd 
broke away and attacked the hound van and 
trailer which was so shamelessly displayed and 
also smashed some of the windows of the house. 

The police Judiciary and media totally over 
reacted at this incident and showed their true 
colours by revealing they believe damage to 
property is rore serious than the takeing of 
Life. 

The police carried out numerous raids 
arresting nearly 40 people the first 11 that 
were arrested were remanded in custody by the 
courts on a charye of riot!!! 

iearwhile the media were publishing reports 
of sympathy for the "terrorized" Summersgill 
family, 


The whole injustice that has surrounded 
ikes death has Lead to the settinu up of 
the '" JUSTICE FOR MIKE HILL CA-PAIGY', 

This campaign intends to reveal the truth 
which surrounded Mikes death and to raise the 
awareness of the subsequent injustices 
perpetrated by the police and the courts 

This campaign will make sure that ‘hike Hill 
will NEVER be forgotten and that his death was 
not in vain, 

(hike was an all round animaliberationist his 
spirit Lives on in our ficht but will die 
in our apathy.

The South of England Show not only hosts a huge field sports area with stalls from the BFSS, BASC, Game Con. 
Society etc but has shows of farm animals mainly sponcered by meat/diary companies. Many of the animals seen, 
kept on display to the public are subject to children pokeing them etc and had little fooa, 1f any, some with out 
even any water. 

May be next year the plight of farm animals can be highlited as well as bloodsports. The South of England Show 
is cetainly an event to be ashamed of.

THE CAMPAIGN CONTINUES.... 


Down Leyden Street, London is a 
chicken slaughter house where, on a 
Sunday morning, ex-battery hens are 
kept in cramped crates awaiting an 
horrific end to their mis erable 
lives. 

When a customer enters the slaughter 
house, an unfortunate hen 1s dragged jo 
from a crate and, fully conscious, i ccm 
she has her throat slit open and Er w 
feathers plucked out. 


The noise. stench and evil atmosphere 
is reflected in what happens to the 
once beautiful chickens as they are 
killed, mutilated and their bloody 
bodies stripped of all dignity. 


Leyden Street Chicken Slaughter House, 


In the early 80's animal rights 
protesters regularly demonstrated 
outside Leyden Street Slaughter 
House. However these demonstrations 
slowly fizzled out Leaving the 
chickens to their horrific fate. 


It was recently felt that the 
campaign to close Leyden Street 
Slaughter House should resume. 


During the night of Saturday 7th 
March, red paint and slogans were 
daubed on the slaughter house walls. 


The first chicken slaughter house 
demonstration was held on Sunday 
15th March and despite a heavy 
police presence, 4 chickens were 
rescued by animal rights activists. 

At the second demonstration on 
Sunday 5th April, animal rights 
activists were greeted by a new 
security door, worried slaughter 
men and the owner Mr J.Cole.

AN URGENT APPEAL FOR FUNDS FROM THE ALF PRESS OFFICE 


WHY DOES THE PRESS OFFICE NEED FUNDS? 


The press office is completely seperate from the ALF Supporters Group and has no regular independent 
income. By it s very nature it cannot produce a newsletter/magazine or have a subscription 
membership. Unless a collection is taken at a meeting where the Press Officer has been invited to 
speak the only income is from ad hoc donations from individuals and groups. 


Press Office expenditure, which is kept to the minimum possi ble, includes both British Telecor: 
and mobile phone telephone Lines, travel expen es. postage. It does not have a fax, word processor 
or computer but relies on elderly typewriters and fax services. 


WHY IS THE PRESS OFFICE SEPERATE FROM THE SUPPORTERS GROUP? 


The two previous Press Officers. Ronnie Lee and Robin Lane, together with former Northern Press 
Officer Roger Yates, were alleged at their trials to be an integral part of the Supporters Group 
organization. This caused immense problems for the SG which exists solely to assist remanded or 
convicted prisoners in legal ways, eg with defence costs, etc. 


The Press Office was therefore reconstituted after a break of some 43 years as an independent unit 
thus protecting the SG from charges of conspiracy and/or incitement. 


WHAT DOES THE PRESS OFFICE DO? 


The Press Office has three basic functions. all of which are designed to explain why the ALF does 
what it does, how it does it and how non-human animals are treated by humans. 


Any anonymous information recieved by the Press Office which details ALF style actions will be 
communicated to the media. Whether the spread is Local, regional, national or international depends 
on the scale and type of action. Even a broken window is likely to be reported in the local press if 
the ALF's national Press Officer has contacted the local newspaper. 


When an action occurs which appears to be Animal Liberation-related the media often contact the Press 
Office to ask whether it would appear to be an official ALF action. The Press Office can confirm if 
such actions fall within ALF policy and explain the suffering that necessitates such actions. 


The Press Officer, as the ‘public face' of the ALF can appear on TV documentaries and news programmes 
participate in radio ‘phone ins’, offer ‘in depth’ interviews to magazines and newspapers and speak at 
public demonstrations, rallies and group and open meetings. 


HOW DOES THE PRESS OFFICE WORK? 


The Press Office has two telephone Lines and an office address. The British Telecom number is 

0954 505 4 2 and will be answered either by the Press Officer if available or by answering machine 
Any messages left are automatically deleted after being taken. The mobile telephone number is 0836 
51076535 and will be answered either by the Press Officer or a Messenger Service. The Messenger 
Service will page the Press Officer when the mobile is either switched on or comes within radio 
communication .ange again. As with the BT service, any messages Left will automatically be deleted 
once they have been taken. 

The Press Office address is, BM 4400. LONDON. WCIN 3XX. 


If an individual or cell has undertaken an ALF type action and wants the Press Office to publicise it 
then they should phone the Press office with as much information as possiable. For example, the name 
and address of the establishment affected. why it was chosen. what has been done (Liberation/damage etc) 
how it was done (cut through the roof/fence/floor/etc). what animals (if any) were Liberated, how many 
took part, information to prove the claim is genuine (vehicle registration numbers of vehicles/types of 
doors forced/etc), time of action (eg 11.00pm 23rd Feo - 2.00am 24th Feb). Don't forget the Press Office 
has recieved an anonymous call and can't ring back for further information! The Press Office will then 
contact the media as necessary to get the maximum possi ble coverage. 
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If photographs or video film has been taken of the action 1t 1s essential that they be sent to the 

Press Office as a matter of urgency Remember. 24 hrs is a Long time to the media. Ask the Press 
Officer the quckest way to get such information to them, it could be special next day postal delivery, 
deposit in a Left luggage locker or something else. Don't wait to develop photographic film. 


If the media contact the Press Office about a suspected ALF action then the Press Officer will give 
an opinion on whether the action falls within ALF policey and why it would have been carried out. It 
is recognised that. for security reasons. many cells and individuals would be reluctant to contact 
the Press Office by telephone themselves. In such cases it would be helpful for record purposes if a 
written action report can be sent to the Press Office, however small the incident may be. Such 
information is useful when, for example the media ask how widespresd ALF actions are. 


Animal Rights groups are encouraged to invite a Press Office representative to speak at a aroup or 
public meeting, demonstration or rallies. Such occasions enable the ALr Press Officer to explain the 
need for the ALF and dispel any misconceptions. Such talks also often attreact new members to the 
Local group concerned with organizing the event, even 1f they come out of curiosity.

Any amount is 
appreciated but if you would Like acknowledgement please remember to send a note of your name and 
address. A SAE would be greatly appreciated to keep down costs. 


Whether it is an individual or group donation. money from a special fundraising event or whatever 
please be assured that it will be used in pursuit of what we all seek; the immediate alleviation of 


as much animal suffering as possiable and the eventual attainment of the ultimate goal....Animal Liberation.

The aim was to gain photographic and video evidence of 
animals; sheep, goats, pigs, donkeys and horses thought 
to be used by the pharmaceutical giants for research 
and development in drugs and surgery methods. 

Everyone involved carried with them 'satements of 
intent' which clarified in the event of arrest that 
no one had any intention of committing any criminal 
offence. 

However, the activists were pleased to report that the 
entire site was completly deserted, and no animal has 
suffered there for at least several months and 1s hoped 
never will again. 

It can only be sadly assumed that the animals once 
incarcerated there have either been moved to other 
Wellcome Labs, eg Beckenham or Dartford or had a 
murderous end.

Shamrock Farm, based at Small Dole near Brighton is 
the main holding facility for imported primates 1n 
the UK. After a horrendous and disturbing Journey, the 
animals caught from the wild, will be screened for 
diseases, va.cinated and prepared for sale here. 

Incarcereated in bare metal cages in windowless 
rooms, many will die of diseases such as enceritis or 
pneumonia, brought on by the stress and exhaustion of 
their capture and transit. Others will be killed 
because they are thin, have deformed spines or other 
deficiencies that make them unsaleable. 

Their final destination? - caged misery and suffering 
in Laboratory tests in the UK or Europe. 

EXPOSED 

Investigator, Terry Hill worked inside Shamrock Farm 
for nine harrowing months. He took photographic and 
video evidence of mistreatment of the animals by 


callous and unsympathetic workers and reports...... 


" I will never forget my time at Shamrock. The shock of coming face to face 
with the misery and suffering of intelligent and sociable monkeys, imprisoned 
in row upon row of bare metal cages. I can still clearly recall their cries 
of aesperation and Loss. I wan still see the pleading in the eyes of the 
Írightened young monkeys caged alone. I can never forget the endless circling 
of animals such as Dinlo, and the repetitive rocking of Gena. 

Of all the monkeys, the saddest, and one of the most d.sturbed, was nicknamed 'mad baby’ by the staff. 
His day consisted of swinging his tiny body over and under the cage's single metal perch and screaming 
endlessly. I could never bear to watch him for Long.......it was heartbreaking. 

To this day I cannot wipe the sad memory cf monkeys such as Bill, Cotton and Smiler from my mind. 
Originally caught in the Lush jungles of indonesia, these primates were destined for use in experiments 
at Huntinacon Research Centre. 

My only hope is that one day soon the cages will be empty, and that monkeys will never again be torn 
from the Paradise that is their rightful home."

EASTBOURNE HUNT BALL 


On Friday 13th December 1991 the East Sussex and Romey 
Marsh Hunt Ball took place in Eastbourne. What was a noisy 
but peaceful demo was turned by police heavyhandedness 
into a tense and frightening situation during which 5 hunt 
sabs from Brighton were arrested, beaten and held for 19 hrs. 
They were then charged with various Public Order offences. 
In court the police admitted to compiling their statements 
together and denied things that happened even though photos 
were produced which proved they did take place. It was of no 
surprice therefore that the 3 were fined a total of £850. 
PLEASE support this defence fund, as the defendents are 
appealing against this unjust conviction.

On Monday 27th April, the Doddleston trial began, after much 
wheeling and dealing, the eventual plea barganing resulted in 
seven of the initial fourteen pleading guilty to section 2 
(violent Disorder) and four to section 4 (threatening Behaviour) 


The remaining eleven began their trial on the 18th June for 
section 2 and section 4. Five people were found not guilty, 4 
were found guilty of section 4 and one person was found guilty 
of violent disorder. Sentencing took place on the 17th July. 

ALL those who pleaded guilty to section 4 recieved 5 months 
suspended sentence for two years and £250 costs. ALL those who 
pleaded guilty to section 2 got 12 months, the one found guilty 
got 15 months. Please write to the prisoners (listed) and 
remember Mike and the injustice that followed his death.

HERE ARE THE ANIMAL LIBERATION FRONT REPORTS FOR THE SOUTH EAST THAT WAS TO APPEAR IN ARKANGEL 6, 1991. THIS 
INFORMATION WAS CONFISCATED BY POLICE DURING ‘OPERATION IGLOO'. IT HAS BEEN SLIGHTLY UPDATED, BUT IS STILL ONLY 
THE TIP OF THE ICE BURG ! REPRODUCTION OF THESE FACTS ARE FOR READERS AMUSEMENT AND ARE OBVIOUSLY NOT MEANT 
TO INCITE AS THAT WOULD BE ILLEGAL : 


KENT ; 10 butchers in Maidstone were attacked with catapults, etching fluid 
and spray paint, 2 in Sevenoaks were also etched. A shooters mini had it's wipers 
removed and paint work gouged out. Windows of Boots in Sevenoaks were etched and 
sprayed and 6 were catapulted in June. At least 10 shops , butchers, gun and 
tackle shops were damaged in Hythe and Dymchurch. At Hollingbourne, over 300 
pheasants were rescued from rearing pens which were also wrecked, "older birds 
were released at safe locations and younger ones are being reared and introduced 
to the wild" In Late August Thames Valley Eggs has 5 transporters and their 5 
ton load of eggs destroyed by fire, causing over £ 150,000 damage. Dureing Sept- 
ember, 6 devices at FMC abottoir in Canterbury caused over £200,000 damage, 
followed by the destruction of 4 meat trucks at Coopers in Chatham, damage put at 
£150,000. In November, 8 milk floats are damaged and buildings decorated at a 
Unigate depo in Tenterden. In May'92, an Alsation is Liberated from a small wire cage, after over a year of poor diet 
and Little exercise, a warning Later sent to the 'owner'. 


LONDON ; Over 100 animal abusers found themselves spending some of their blood money on new windows in recent months. 
Butchers, bookies, Boots and so on, in Northolt, Tottenham, Harringly, Golders Green, South Ruslip, Islington, Holloway, 
Greenford and Finchley were given either paint, etching fluid, a marble or brick. The ALF cell that raided the Royal 
London Hospital Medical Laboratory at Whitechapel have apparently “destroyed over 15 years of medical research through 
their stupidity", They took piles of documents, damaged expencive equipment, daubed slogans and what else?? Rescued over 
1,070 mice and 4 beagles - THE ENTIRE "STOCK" OF THE LAB. Many of the mice were pregnant and others had stiches in their 
sides. ALL animals are now Living safe and happy Lives. In May'92 butchers in Walthamstow are attacked. A golf course 
stops using mole traps after threatened with destruction and having its Locks glued. In March '92 J. Coles Halal SLaugh- 
ter house is decorated with paint followed by the rescue of 77 battery hens due for slaughter in mid April. 


SURREY; At Least 10 windows of butchers, bookies, boots and Peter Dominic 
(BFSS trade member) were catapulted in May and June and a meat van was 
grounded when it's tyres were slashed as it delivered it's corpses. A 
building owned by Xenopus Biological Supplies (Lab breeders) collapsed afte: 
a fire caused 80% structral damage. The police put damage at £200,000. In 
July an ALF cell broke into Surrey University's animal breeding centre at 
Manor Farm. Entry was gained after corrugated panels were removed of the 
roofs of individual animal rooms so as to avoid movement sensors in the 
corridors. Over 90 animals - guinea pigs, rabbits and ferrets were taken 
through the roof along with usful documents. Extensive damage was caused to 
the now empty animal rooms and to equipment. Mean while, in Abinger Hammer 
an incendiary device apparently prepared for the car of Rodney West, Surrey 
Union terrier man, was detonated by police. In October, 42 hens are rescued 
by the ALF from a farm in Cobham and extensive damage caused to their suppl; 
vehicles and buildings daubed. In a co ordinated attack over 6 Surrey Union 
Foxhunt supporters homes and vehicles are damaged with paint, paint stripper, etching fluid etc in March '92. In Febuary 
"92 the ALF Liberated 62 hens from a perchery unit nr Guildford, eggs were smashed and their offices broken into, remove 
ing documents. ALL hens now in safe hands. 


SUSSEX ; 12 shops dispaying circus posters had their Locks glued and another 32 were sent warnings. £8,000 damage was 
caused to windows of Boots branches and a butcher. In a weekend of action cells of the ALF carried out two raids in 
sussex. The first, at Harlan Porcellus Biological Supplies (Lab breeders) where access was gained when holes were drillec 
in the wooden walls of one of the units, and 100 guinea pigs were rescued. Damage was caused to property at the site and 
slogans painted on the walls. ALL those rescued now in safe hands. The next target was Carpenters Barn Farm, a battery 
farm near Hastings. 50 hens were rescued, damage done and eggs smashed. In January 48 hens were Liberated from the same 
farm. Boots in Brighton has been under contiuous seige of hammers, catapults, paint and shotguns! Slogans daubed on the 
eve of the South Down Hunt ball in Lewes and Eastbourne. Damage caused to Great Knell Farm, Beckley, an East Sussex Hunt 
meet. On the eve of the Grand National, bookies and butchers attacked with bricks, etching fluid and super glue plus a 
poultry fayre van is damaged in Hastings. In April'92 a sea Life centre has 20 windows damaged and slogans daubed. 2 
fences of the ESRM hunts point to point were torched in April '92 just 48 hrs before the event. A butchers window is 
etched and van damaged in Sidley. Unigate milk floats have tyres slashed, windscreens smashed, slogans daubed and paint 
stripper applied in June'92.

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By KLARE KENNETT 
ANIMAL rights cam- 
paigners have condemned 
the six-year jail sentence 
handed out to Kent ac- 
tivist Vivian Smith. 

Smith, 31, of Wises Lane, Borden, near 
Sittingbourne, pleaded guilty to attemp- 
ted arson at Maidstone Crown Court 
yesterday. 

The court heard she was involved in 
attaching incendiary devices to vehicles 
belonging to Stonegate Farms in Stelling 
Minnis, near Canterbury, last year. 

Judge Felix Waley condemned the "violent 
methods" she had adopted when sentencing Smith 
to six years imprisonment. 

Swale animal activist Angela Walder, of Oak 
Lane, Minster, said: "Although I appreciate that she 
has broken the law, it was not self-motivated and no 
one was injured. 

"she has been given a more severe sentence than 
rapists and child molestors. Once again the law is 
putting property before people." 

And Smith's mother Jean, with whom she lives, 
described the sentence as disgusting. 

She said: "I think it's outrageous. Vivian herself 

t she would get no more than three years. | 
think it's terrible the way they penalise people who 
are only trying to help animals. 

The court had heard how Smith and a male co-

Paint was thrown at his house and ‘Hunt Scum’ written 
on the patio. * 

e Daubed the walls ef a Woking woman who is the judge 
of hunter classes at horse shows. 


e Caused 900 hunt supporters to leave an Aylesbury 
meeting because of a bomb hoax. 

e Fire bombed four meat lorries causing £100,000 in 
damage in Nottingham. 

e Uprooted a quarter of a mile of safety barriers at 
Bogside Racecourse leaving snti-hunt slogans and 
obscenities daubed on racecourse property. 

è Sent bricks through the post to the subscription 
department of Horse and Hound magazine. 

e Attacked cars at a hunt ball in Cornwall with paint 
stripper and glued locks. 

e Dumped a fox's head outside Eastbourne Winter 
Garden, venue for a hunt ball, daubing the entrance with 
red paint. 'Hunt Scum' slogans appeared on the Crown 
court building, town hall and a local hotel. 

The Animal Liberation Front - which destroyed the 
offices of this newspaper last year - suggested to the 
media that the damage was not the sort of activity they 
encouraged. 

The same organisation admitted responsibilty for fire 
bombing the Nottingham lorries.

In fact the 
Animal Liberation Front denied 
any responsibility for either that 
car bomb or the other one around 
that time in the same area. 


A mere 24 hours or so after John 
Cupper was injured the police 
were called to another alleged car 
bomb under the vehicle of à pro- 
minent bloodsports enthusiast, 
again in the West Country. 


The vehicle's owner was subse- 
quently jailed for placing the bomb 
himself in an attempt to discredit 
the animal rights movement. 

Since, ALF's creation in 1976, 
no human has been harmed by any 
Animal Liberation Front action, 
every care 15 taken not to endanger 
life of any kind. 


As for "appreciating the need 
for (animal) experiments", sure- 
ly the Thalidomide tragedy cannot 
have been forgotten? Only two 
strains of rabbit showed similar 
foetal deformities to humans out 
of a range of experimental animals 
from armadillos through cats and 
dogs to primates. 


Pharmaceutical giant Ciba- 
Geigy revealed in a report that 95 
percent of drugs found to be both 
safe and effective on animals are 
rejected after clinical trials on 
humans. What other area of 
'"science'" would defend a mere 
five percent success rate?
